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Accordingly, Government are pleased to order that the benefit of housing 
subsidy will be extended to working Journalists who had purchased houses from 
private parties and also to accredited journalists who are working in Audio-Visual 
media, by amending clause (a) (3) of the Annexure to the Government order 
read above.
